Few persons need to be convinced that the first offence committed 
by juvenile offenders is also the first step towards rendering them a 
burden as well as a pest to society. The records of our prisons prove 
how frequently it occurs that a mere child has spent two or three 
years in prison (under successive convictions), acquiring there a 
greater knowledge of crime, and has returned to liberty only more 
qualified to pursue a career of vice, no suitable instrumentality 
having been employed to atte:apt his reformation, or any fair op- 
portunity afforded him of returning to the path of rectitude ; and thus 
he advances from one stage of criminality to another, till all human 
hope of amendment seems at an end. 

The unparalleled success which has attended the reformatory 
system, lately introduced into the convict prisons in Ireland, called 
attention to this subject. Under that system (the substitute for trans- 
portation) not eight per cent. of those subjected to it have relapsed 
into crime. The law now enables us to apply the same plan to the 
less hardened and more impressible juveni/e offender. By a recent 
Act of Parliament, those poor children, who are detected in the com- 
mission of offences to which the inexperience of childhood, or the in- 
centive of evil example, had enticed them, [instead of being committed 
to the common gaol, may be sent, for periods varying from one to five 
years, to reformatory schools, which must, however, be suitably fitted 
up, and a complete staff provided, before they can be recognised by 
Government. When such a school has been inspected, and certified 
by the Chief Secretary, thenceforward Government will pay 7s. per 
week for each inmate; and thus, as the numbers increase, the demand 
on private benevolence will diminish. While, therefore, the first 
establishment and outfit constitutes the chief expense, still, until the 
number of inmates shall increase to such an extent as to render these 
institutions self-supporting, it will be necessary to call upon the public 
to afford continued and liberal assistance. 

Encouraged by the liberal assistance of benevolent individuals in 
Dublin and its vicinity, the Committee have established both male 
and female schools; the one at Rehoboth-place, South Circular-road, 
and the other at 103, Cork-street. Both these Schools are now ready; 
and, having been duly inspected and certified, pursuant to the statate, 
are open for the admission of offenders, But the necessary expendi- 
ture, including a‘fine of £500 paid for premises with a sufficient 
quantity of ground to afford employment for the boys, has exhausted 
the funds. The male school is still but scantily supplied with requi- 
sites; and it will be necessary to surround the premises with a 
boundary wall, and to effect some other alterations, before the estab- 
lishment can be looked upon as completed for all the purposes de- 
signed. 

By the Act it is provided that all these children must be sent to a 
“ Reformatory under the exclusive management of persons of the 
same religions persuasion as the offender.” Roman Catholic Reforma- 
tories have been established by very liberal contributions in Dublin 
and other parts of Ireland; and it would have been lamentable, in- 
deed, if Protestants had provided no such asylum, and had left the 
poor of their own Church to become inmates of a gaol, in the absence 
of such a refuge. 

The Committee have undertaken this responsibility “in full confl- 
dence in the co-operation of the Protestants of Ireland; and they 
have no hesitation in asking aid for an object calculated not only to 
benefit society, by the diminution of crime, but to save from ruin 
many an immortal soul, placed in peril by evil companionship or 
parental neglect.

The Army. 


A circular, signed by Sir Benjamin Hawes, the Under- 
Secretary of State for War, has been forwarded to officers 
commanding Militia regiments, stating that it has been de- 
cided that the school fees exacted by Article 176 of the Mili- 
tia Regulations shall henceforth be abolished, with a view of 
eocouraging the non-commissioned officers and men of dis- 
embodied regiments of Militia to attend school during the 
periods for which they are annually trained. 

The Ordnance Select Committee, which has been appointed 
by the War Department to examine and report upon all in- 
ventions or improvements relating to the implements or mu- 
nitions of war which from time to time may be submitted to 
their consideration, will meet on Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays, at Woolwich, 

On Thursday afternoon, the Royal Engineer Train, under 
the command of Capt H. T. Siborne, with the whole of the 
horses, equipments, stores, &., arrived at Chatham from 
Aldershott Camp to occupy the winter quarters prepared for 
them at that garrison. 

Thursday morning the depots belonging to the ist bat- 
taljon at ham Garrison were drawn up on the general 
parade-ground at Chatham Barracks, in heavy marching or- 
der, under the command of Colonel H. Jervis, after which 
they were marched down to the gun-wharf, where they were 
exercised in embarking and disembarking from her Majesty’s 
ship Tyne, moored off the dockyard. The system laid down 
for the embarkation of the troops enables several hundred 
men to be placed on board the vessel in about one-third the. 
time formerly occupied, which was fully proved on Thurs- 
day, when the battalion was embarked and disembarked in 
the greatest order and discipline in less than an hour, not with- 
standing that the troops bad to be rowed out some distance to 
the vessel in the man-of-war launches.

To the stimulating topics thus 
intoned from the platform, the unwashed assembly below 
furnished appropriate and very audible responses. On 
the question being asked whether they would allow the 
Pope to be stripped of his temporal possessions, they 
shouted out, We'll fight for him, and we'll tell Palmer- 
ston so,” awidst tremendous cheering. To the question, 
Who are his aggressors ?” the reply was, Lord John 
Russell, Palmerston, and his Hell-crew.” accompanied 
by a chorus of groans, hisses, and yelling. A reference 
to the sovereign lady who not only rules these realms, 
but lives in the affectiogs of her people, as an exception 
to the line of monsters who have disgraced the throne, 
was met with loud shouts of “ No, no,” and was drowned 
in a storm of disapproval. Finally, on another speaker 
hinting that the Pope might require “something more 
than sympathy,” these loyal Catholics and patriotic 
Irishmen shouted again, We'll fight for him, we'll 
give him our bone and sinew.” The priestly defenders 
of priestly rule evidently had a congenial audience to 
work upon. The lowest refuse of an Irish town popu- 
lation had combined with the more bigoted of their 
spiritual guides to set all sense and decency at defiance, 
and what is called a monster demonstration,” of the 
above description, is the result. The reflective and re- 
spectable portion of the Lrish Catholic laity may well 
say, Save us from our friends,“ as we know they do. 
Lord Castlerosse is not the only layman of position and 
influence who has come forward to discourage the crusade. 
The laity are, indeed, almost unanimous in condemning 
the crusade, while not a few of the more intelligent 
und public-spirited have no sympathy whatever in its 
object. 

The movement, however, must be looked at in its 
general character, apart from tts special local incidents.

It would be absurd to take 
offence at such a frantic and silly outburst of the lowest 
party malignity. Speakers of Mr. Hennessy’s calibre 
may talk treason by the hour without exciting the 
attention of the Crown lawyers on this side of the 
water, or indeed any feeling anywhere except that of 
mingled scorn and pity. But as this meeting is but 
the commencement of a Christmas crusade, we may 
fairly ask what is the object of the movement? If the 
means are hopelessly bad, we must in justice say 
the end is no better. le is simply to defend 
the temporal authority of the Pope, and vindicate the 
justice and equity ofhis rule. His spiritual authority 
no onehas attacked. The revolted Romagnols still re- 
cognise Pius IX. as their spiritual head, but they justly 
assert that he has forfeited all claim to continue any 
longer their temporal ruler. He undertook to govern 
them, but he has not done so. The real fact is that, the 
frightful evils of Papal misrule have been exposed over 
andover aguin by earnest-minded Catholic writers ; they 
have been openly denounced by Catholic Powers; and 
the eldest Son of the Church has been for 

st demanding their thorough and promptreform. | 
he movement for reform in the Papal States is, apd 
has been, not a Protestant, but a Catholic one. Intel- 
ligent members of the Church see plainly enough that 
the scandals of the Pope’s temporal rule weaken his au- 
thority as [lead of the Church, and tend to the degrada- 
tion, not only of the Papacy, but of the Catholic faith. 
The Ultramontanes, on the other hand, blindly identify 
thefspiritual authority of the Pope with bis temporal 
rule, and thus involve the Church iu ali the odium which 
justly falls on the latter. This policy possesses she 
singular merit of gratuitously injuring the Church with- 
out doing the least good to the poor beleagured Pope.

the Government has been generous to you, so do 
you be generous to those who hold under you, down to 

the humblest tiller of the soil. Aid them by advances 
of money and other indulgences to increase the produc- 
tiveness of the land, and set them an example of order 
and obedience to your rules. 

Let the same security in your possessions encourage 
you to bring up your sons in a manner befitting the 
position which they will hereafter occupy as the Chiefs 
of Oude. Learn yourselves, and teach them to look to 
the Government as a father. 

Talookdars, I trust that there are none among you 
who are so infatuated as to believe that the Government 
has had designs against your religion.

Lastly, Talookdars, whenever in any matter you have 
doubts to be rsoelved or wishes to mvke known, ad- 
dress yourselves to the Chief Commissioner. He will 
tell you the truth in all things. He is the high and 
trusted representative of the Government in Oude, 
and, depend upon it, he will be your best adviser 
and your truestfriend. I wish that I could speak 
to youin your own language. That which I have 
said will now be interpreted to you, and I enjoin you 
to bear it in your memories. 

The Times’ correspondent at Calcutta indicates the

They gare released at once from all uncertainty 
asto the future, they recover at once their feudal 
supremacy, they are exempted at once from the visits 
and authority of the collector, and, above all, they are 
made too strong for the native officials. Those gentry, 
even in Bengal, dare not worry the Zemindars, and in 
Oude, with its martial “population, they must keep 
strictly within the letter of thelaw. There will be some 
distrust at first, but in five years, I feel assured, if the 
perpetuity of the settlement is really and honestly main- 
tained, the [possibility of rebellion will cease Oude. 
There may be any amount of discontent, but the rich 
never revolt in earnest. The term of the grants are not 
yet published, and are very possibly severe. The per- 
petuity of the conditions is, however, the point, and that 
is distinctly promised by the Governor-General. The 
speech has been circulated in an official handbill all over 
India.”

CENTRAL INDIA. 

A campaign is about to be opened from Neemuch 
against a body of rebels said to be 5,000 strong, en- 
camped in a mud fortress upon the banks of the Chum- 
bul. The numbers are, doubtless, exaggerated, but it 
will be long ere the ground swell of the mutiny ceases 
to be felt. In*Bundelcund, in the fastnesses of the 
hills and jungle of which Feroze Shah and a body of 
rebels are still hiding, the campaign has been already 
opened :— 

From the south and south-west three columns are 
marching upon the rebels, commanded se tely by 
Colonel Primrose, of the 43rd Light Infantry ; Colonel 
(akes, the 12th Royal Lancers ; and Colonel Nott, 19th 
Madras Native Infantry. Colonel Ross, with his camel 
corps, attacks them from the Saugor side; and Colonel 
‘Turner, of the 97th, advances from Banda. Captain 
Wright, with 200 of the Sikhs and 40 men of the 43rd, 
is posted at Goree, and the Brigadier has removed to 
Poorania, a position between his head-quarters column 
and Alexander's Horse, which guards the road from 
Ghysabad to Huttah. 

We may reasonably, perhaps, hope that the restora- 
tion of order by the destruction of these last remnants 
ot the mutinies is not now far distant. 

NEPAUL. 

From Nepaul it is very confidently rumoured that 
ihe Nana is dead, but considerable on of course, 
hangs over a story which it is so much the interest of 
the miscreant to get believed.

AUSTRALIA. 
The arrival of a portion of the Overland Mail brings 
us news from Australia to the 13th of October. 


VICTORIA. 

The Melbourne Argus of the 11th has the following :— 

““Siace our last monthly despatch the Victorian 
Parliament, under the reformed Constitution, has been 
opened in form, and will to-morrow enter upon its first 
session. In the Assembly, Dr. Murphy has been re- 
elected Speaker without opposition.” 

The great race for the pionship of the Austra- 
lian colonics was run on the Ist of Oc , before a con- 
course of 40,000 persons—the largest multitude ever 
assembled in Australia. Ihe winner (Flying Buck) 
E — Victorian horse, and was scarcely named in the 
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the 30th ult. have been issued, and are i 
tisfactory. The general revenues have been maintained, 
and that derivcd from the alienation of the Crown lands 
inereased. 
The published returns of the Registrar-General's 
Office enabled us to compile for our last month’s feport 
a statement of the numbers of the 
colony on the 30th of June last. 
males, 330,212 ; females, 187,154; total, 517,366. 
The demand for labour is steadily increasing with 
the advance of the season. 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 
From this colony we hear that the share market has 
been steady, and the advance that had taken place in 
most securities has been fully maintained. Some large 
sales of the shares of Bank of New South Wales have 
been made at £57 per share, but ata recent sale by 
auction these shares were sold at £54 10s per share, 
but they are not now to be obtained at this price. Go- 
vernment debentures are not quite so firm. Termina- 
bles are about half per cent. lower, in consequence of 
a reduction in the rate of exchange on London. Inter- 
minables are without any alteration. The rates of 
discount charged by the banks remain the same—viz., 
7 per cent. for three months’ bills, 8 per cent. for four 
months’ and 9 per cent. for six months’. 
The quantity of gold dust imported into the Sydney 
Branch of the Royal Mint, for the of coinage, 
from the 1st of January to the 7th October, 1859, 
has been 237,736 ounces. The amount of gold coin 
issued during the same period has been 643,000 sove- 
reigns, and 321,000 half-sovereigns. Total value, 
£808,500. The quantity of gold dust received by the 
escorts from our several gold fields, during the month of 
September, was 21,822 ounces. 
The amount of Customs revenue collected at the 
port of Sydney, during the month of September, 
has been £38,643 14s. IId. During the correspond- 
ing month of 1859, the receipts amoun to 
£45,895 10s. 5d. 
Some very fine specimens of cotton grown in Queens- 
land have been sent to Sydney. It seems probable 
that cotton will become a staple production of this 
new colony after its separation from New South 
Wales. 


SPAIN. 

The Madrid journals of the 3rd have arrived. They 
do not contain any detailed account of the last affair in 
Morocco, but they say that there is reason to believe 
that the major part of the troops with whom the 
Spaniards have hitherto fought are reinforcements sent 
by the Emperor Muley Abbas (who is still at the head 
of a large army between Tangier and Tetuan) to the 
contingents at Anghera. One of the journals mentions 
a curious incident in the combat of the 25th :—The 
Moors, in spite of the discharge of grape, succeeded 
in reaching the Spanish guns, and they fought hand to 
hand with the Spanish artillerymen. Some of them 
were even animated with such rage that they 
bit the Spaniards and attempted to strangle them. 
On the 1st the weather, says a telegraphic despatch, 
“was horrible’ at Ceuta. It was said that the 
Moors had carried to Tangier the heads of seven 
Spaniards. 

Mr. Drummond Hay, the English Consul-General at 
Tangier, had arrived at Gibraltar, but it was said that 
he would shortly return to his post. 

The son of the King of Gongo had arrived at Cadiz 
from the Havannah on his way to the Spanish 
colony of Fernando Po; but why he goes there is 
not stated. 


OPeNING OF THE Victoria BRIDGE, CANapa.—All 
Canada was rejoicing on Thursday, the 24th of Novem- 
ber last, as the great Victoria Tubular Bridge, the most 
stupendous work of the kind in the world, and the con- 
necting link between two important sections of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, was being opened on that day. 
The first train consisted of an engine and single car, con- 
taining about 50 persons. The time occupied in passing 
was about 12 minutes and a half. Among the gentle- 
men in the car were the Hon. Mr. Carter, Premier; 
Mr. A. M. Ross, chief engineer of the bridge; Mr. 
Blackwell, managing director, and several directors of 
the Grand Trunk road. Two of the tubes are not quite 
finished, but the bridge is expected to be fully completed 
and thrown open to traffic about the 15th inst. This 
will be exceedingly opportune for the trade of Canada, 
which is expected to derive a renewed impulse, as the 
water navigation has ceased. The traffic over the line 
is steadily increasing, The receipts for the week pre- 
ceding the opening to Detroit, which took place on the 
21st ult., amounted to 60,560 dols., being 10,000 above 
the receipts of the corresponding period of last year.

found a second bullet- wound on the bridge of his nose, 
between the eyes; he traced the wound inte the brain, 
but could not find the ball; it would take some time to 
find it in the brain; there were other wounds on the 
face—contused and lacerated wounds; the front of the 
ſace was broken into several pieces with some blunt in- 
strument; some of the lacerated wounds were made with 
a sharp triangular instrument, such as a bayonet ; 
There was a wound on the side of the neck, which was 
inflicted with as instrument, such as a knife ; the 
—— shot, which entered the head, he believed caused 
ceath. 

Robert Archer, examined by the coroner— Was r 
turning from Coalisland, accompanied by Henry Gregg’ 
when in the hollow, “ between the hills,” near Mr. 
Quain’s gate, they met two policemen, and one of them 
was linked with the other ; he could not say which of 
them was linked with the other; it was about seven 
o'clock, or near that time; Gregg said to witness, The 
policemen are intoxicated, and one of them is helping

The Coroner committed the prisoner to take his trial 
at the next assizes for the County Tyrone, to be held in 
Omagh, on the charge of having wilfully murdered 
Constable M‘Clelland. 

Duncannon, THURSDAY Eventxe.—This morning, at 
ten o’clock, the magistrates met in the jury-room of the 
Court-house, to hold an investigation into, and take in- 
formations in the case of, the assault on Sub-Inspector 
Matthew, with intent to murder. The investigation 
was conducted in private. The magistrates present 
were—Honourable Major Knox, R. D. Coulson, R.M.; 
A. M. Lyle, H. Y. Burgess, John Y. Burgess, B. G.. 
Brooke, John Cranston, Robert Evans, Charles Stanley, 
and John A, Jackson, Esqrs. Major Manley, County 
Inspector, was also present. Mr. Cecil Moore, sessional 
Crown prosecutor, attended in his official capacity. It 
being market day in Dungannon, the subject of the 
murder formed the topic of general conversation, and 
the greatest interest seemed to be felt by the public in 
the matter. The neighbourhood of the Court-house was 
crowded during the day, by hundreds who seemed 
anxious to get a view of the prisoner, as he was brought 
up from the Bridewell, beneath the Court, to the room 
in which the magistrates sat. 

The prisoner was present during the investigation. 
Several witnesses were examined, who proved to 
various circumstances, connecting the prisoner with 
theassault committed on Mr. Matthew; and most of them 
were closely cross-examined by the accused, with great 
coolness and considerable tact. 

After a carefulhearing of all the evidence, the ma- 
gistrates, at about four o’clock, closed the inquiry, and 
returned the case for trial to the assizes for the cou nty 
—the charge being that of having assaulted Sub-Insp ec- 
tor Matthew, with intent to murder him. 

Those engaged in business in the town showed their 
feelings in relation to the case, and their respect for the 
murdered man, by keeping up halftheirshutters during 
the day. This was general throughout every strect in 
Dungannon; every shop, from the smallest to the largest, 
having on the shutters. 

A subscription has been set on foot to raise some- 
thing for the widow and family of Constable M‘Clelland, 
and it is said that upwards of £100 has already been 
subscribed. Some gentlemen seem to think that the con- 
stabulary authorities should give Mrs. M‘Clelland a 
pension, but it is well that it should be known thatshe 
will not get from the authorities more than about £42 
entirely, as“ compensation” for her husband’s services. 
The deceased had been about fourteen years in the force, 
and for this period his widow will receive £3 per year, 
or a total sum of 42/. The subsciiption which has 
been started for her relief has been liberally contributed 
towards, and it is hoped a considerable sum will be raised 
for her and her children. 

Several rumours in connection with this melancholy 
case are, of course,rife in Dungannon and its neigh - 
bourhood. Some say the accused was on his way to 
Dublin, there to deal summarily with the Inspector - 
General of Constabulary for having reduced him, and 
that, having that once accomplished, Holden purposed 
to fall the next victim himself. It was said to-day 
thathis father and sister had arrived from Kilkenny 
in Dungannon, having seen the case reported in the 


papers.

Mester v. Fegan. 
Upon the Chief Justice taking his seat on the bench ſor the 
purpose of resuming this case, in which the action is brought 
to recover a penalty under the Corrupt Practices Act for 
promising, or causing a promise or offer of a bribe to be made 
to John M‘Clory, a voter for the borough of Newry at the 
last election, The jury list was called over by Mr. Court- 
ney, the registrar, and one of the jurors, Mr. French Wil- 
liamson, of Cope-street, did not answer. 

The Chief Justice—Is this the gentleman as to whom the 
discussion took place yesterday ? 

Mr. Courtney—Yes, my lord. 

Mr. Wrenfordsley (solicitor) stated that Mr. Williamson 
was at that moment serving on a jury before the Commis- 
sioners of Lunacy in an important case. He was sworn on 
that jury on Tuesday, and on the preceding day, Thursday, 
the Commissioners having adjourned for a short time, Mr. 
Williamson came into the hall. He was told there that he 
was being called as a juror in the Queen’s Bench on a fine of 
£50. He came in to avoid the fine, and although he explained 
his position he was sworn in the present case. 

Chief Justice—Is he now in the other court? 

Mr. Wrenfordsley—Yes, my lord,((Laughter.) 

Chief Justice—When can we get him ? 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C.—Being interested in the progress of 
this case, I went into the other court before your lordship 
sat, and made anxious inquiry. I found the case is one of 
a very serious nature, involving the personal liberty of an 
alleged lunatic, and that it may occupy the greater part of 
the day. This gentleman got sworn here, and it is an un- 
fortunate business. 

After some further discussion the case was postponed till 
this morning, when the juror, it is expected, will be in 
attendance. 

THE LATE BREACH OF PROMISE OF MARRIAGE, 
Miss Julia Trowsdale w.

As regards the question of his being a Junatic they 
might not trouble themselves either, asa lunatic was a person 
absolutely insane, and known to have lucid intervals; but the 
real question in the case was, whether Mr. Read was a person 
of unsound mind, so as to be incapable of managing his 
own affairs, and in such a statejof mind as, contra- 
distinguished from idiotcy and lunacy, to make him 


the 


tion in many cases of the kind was, not whether the 
party was absolutely insane, but whether he was unable to 
act with a proper and provident management of his affairs, 
and was in such an imbecile mental condition as would ren- 
der him liable to be robbed ; not strictly in a state of insanity, 
but in such acondition as called for as much protection 
as actual insanity. In the words of a writer on the subject, 
he might state that it was hardly possible to express in words 


For the respondents. Messrs. the nice distinction that marked the boundaries of reason 


and insanity, or to specify the delicate gradations by which 
weakness of intellect, depression of spirits, violence of temper, 
eccentricity of manner, generated into actual disease. In 
determining the question of sanity, lunacy, or unsoundness 
of mind, the common sense of a jury should ultimately be 
relied upon. Weak minds differed from strong ones in the 
extent and power of their faculties, but unless those weak 
minds betrayed symptoms ofa total loss of understanding, 
or of idiotcy or delusion, they could not properly be 
considered unsound; so that, to constitute unsound- 
ness of mind there should in the subject 
matter of consideration symptoms of a total 
loss of understanding, or symptoms of idiotcy or delusion, 
Some of those symptoms should exist in order to entitle the 
jury to find a verdict of un:oundness of mind. The learned 
Commissioner quoted from a medical work upon the subject 
of imbecility or weakness of mind, in which it was laid down 
that true dementia implied the previous possession and exer- 
cise of the mental faculties, one or more of which might, by 
accident, disease, or age, become deteriorated. Demenka was 
often the cause of melancholia, and was somewhat allied 
to that decrepitude of mind which frequently appeared in 
old age; and the understanding or memory might be im- 

ired by external injury or internal dtsease. There might 
ie auth a weakness of mind which, in point of fact, though 
it showed no delusion, amounted to unsoundness of mind, 
from manifesting symptoms of a total loss of understand- 
ing. But the jury should know that weakness of mind, 
or weakness of understanding, were not sufficient, unless 
they were perfectly satisfied, as sensible men, that such 
mental weakness amounted to what they believed to 
be unsoundness of mind. If weakness of understanding 
was shown to exist, and if, superadded to that weakness of 
understanding, they considered the acts uf Mr. Read, which 
were deposed to, were contrary to reason, and which, in 
their opinion, no rational man would commit, then it was 
for the jury to say whether they considered there was evi- 
dence, not merely of weakness of wnderstanding, but of 
unsoun‘ness of mind. The Commissioner read the evidence 
at great length to the jury, and commented upon the effect 
of it. They should carefully weigh and consider the evi- 
dence, as nothing could be more difficult or delicate than 
such investigations, and’ the whole case, in fact, rested upon 
the common sense of the jury. 

After afew brief observations from Mr. Commissioner 
Brady, the jury retired,and after a short absence came into 
court, and said they found that Mr. John Knight Read was 
of unsound mind, and incapable of managing his own affairs 
from April, 1858, and that his sister, Mrs. Rainsford, was his 
heir at law. 

The Foreman stated that the jury were unanimous in ex- 
pressing their opinion that Mr. Read should be placed in the 
care of his friends, as it might conduce to his recovery, and 
not to have him placed in a lunatic asylum. 

Mr. Commissioner Henn said there was not the slightest 
doubt but the jury's expression of opinion would be attended 
to.
